sion, promotion or orgz!nization expenses, which together shall 
not exceed • * * fi fire n per cent of the amount actually 
paid upon separate subscriptions for such stock. 

(b) Until the thirtieth day of Soptember, 1912, the provi-
sions of paragraph "a" of this subsection shall not apply to the 
organization of or sale of stock in any domestic insurance cor-
poration, which has tiled its articles of organization with the 
commissioner of insurance before the taking effect of this subsec-
tion.
